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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Amendment of claims 1 and 8, and cancellation of claims 2-4 in the amendment 
filed on January 18, 2005, is acknowledged. Claims 1 and 5-8 are pending in the 
application. 

Responses to Amendment 

2. Since limitation "R 3 , R 4 and N form a cycle or a heterocycle" has been 
incorporated into claim 1 , therefore, rejection of claims 1 and 5-8 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph, has been overcome in the amendment filed oh January 18, 2005. 
Since claims 2-4 have been cancelled, therefore, rejection of claims 2-4 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph or second paragraph, is obviated herein. 

3. Since the variable R 6 of formula (II) only represents hydrogen, therefore, rejection 
of claims 1 and 5-8 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b), has been overcome in the amendment filed 
on January 18, 2005. Since claims 2-4 have been cancelled, therefore, rejection of 
claims 2-4 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b), is obviated herein.

Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 5-8 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of 
record, and therefore are allowable. This invention relates to acylated aminothiol 
compound. The closest reference is Kang et al. publication, Bulletin of the Korean 
Chemical Society (1996), 17(12), 1135-1142, see CAS: 126:131036, discloses chiral 
beta-amino thiol catalysts for the enantioselective addition of diethylzinic to aldehydes. 
The difference between instant claims and Kang et al. is that the instant compounds of 
formula (II) are not found in the reference. Suggestion for modification of above 
reference to obtain the instant compounds, has not been found. Claims 1, 5-8 are 
allowed.
